ARCHIVES 


Dave Smith, archivist for The Walt Disney Company, answers questions and provides information about the 
company’s history and its productions. The archives were established in 1970 to collect and preserve 

the company’s historical materials. 



For this issue’s salute to Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs, I dug into the 
archives to find some facts about those 
seven lovable little men who befriended 
Snow White. Here’s what I found: 

• In the original Grimm fairy tale, the 
seven dwarfs were not named. Walt 
Disney and his stciff spent many hours 
trying to come up with just the right 
names that would give each of the 
dwarfs a distinct personality. The 

seven dwarfs were finally given _ X 

the names Doc, Bashful, 

Happy, Grumpy, Sneezy, ^ ^ 

Sleepy, and Dopey. Among ^ 

the names discarded were 
Scrappy, Hoppy, Cranky, Shifty, ^ 
Dumpy, Flabby, and Woeful. 

• Creating the character of Dopey caused 
the most difficulty for the Disney story 
crew. Walt Disney remembered^ “They 


tried to make him too much of an 
imbecile, which is not what we had in 
mind. Finally, we thought of a way to put 


him across: make him a human with dog 
mannerisms and intellect.” That solved 
the problem. Dopey became a character 
who was a little offbeat, but not stupid. 

• Two major scenes featuring the dwarfs 
ended up on the cutting room floor when 
Walt decided the picture needed 
tightening. In one scene. Snow White 
taught the dwarfs some etiquette in 
eating their soup. In the other, the dwarfs 
. got together to build a bed as a gift 
for Snow White. 

^^ • Because of the dwarfs’ 

- - ^ popularity, they had two 

y// encore performances 

during World War II. They 
stanred in The Winged Scourge, a 
film to promote methods for controlling 
malaria, and in The Seven Wise Dwarfs, a 
short film produced to help sell 
Canadian war bonds. 



When was the first Mickey Mouse 
Club started? —J.E., Santa Fe, NM 
The first Mickey Mouse Club was be¬ 
gun at the Fox Dome Theater in Ocean 
Park, California, in 1929. Within a year 
there were hundreds of Mickey Mouse 
Clubs associated with theaters 
throughout the country. These were real 
clubs that kids joined. The children at¬ 
tended Saturday meetings where Mickey 
Mouse cartoons were shown, a Chief 


Mickey Mouse and a Chief Minnie Mouse 
were elected, Mickey Mouse credos were 
recited, and Mickey Mouse Club bands 
entertained. 

At the height of their popularity, in 
1932, these clubs had more than a mil¬ 
lion members. Television’s Mickey Mouse 
Club with the Mouseketeers did not 
come along until 23 years later. 

When can we see the Rodgers and 
Hammerstein Cinderella again? Was 
it made by Disney?

Many people have confused Rodgers 
and Hammerstein’s production of Cin¬ 
derella with Disney’s 1950 animated film. 
The Rodgers and Hammerstein musical 
was commissioned by CBS and pre¬ 
sented on television live in 1957. Julie 
Andrews played Cinderella. A color ver¬ 
sion aired in 1965, starring Lesley Ann 
Warren. CBS no longer has the rights to 
the production, but the Warren version 
has been released on video cassette.

miniseries writer-director-producer. 

Fortunately both for Anne Shirley’s al¬ 
ready devoted fans and for those who have 
yet to make her television acquaintance, 
Sullivan chose to answer that question by 
producing a new four-hour miniseries titled 
Anne of Avonlea: The Continuing Story of 
Anne of Green Gables, which will have its 
world television premiere exclusively on 
The Disney Channel beginning Tuesday, 
May 19, with remaining episodes airing 
on consecutive Tuesdays. 

In the weeks prior to the showing oiAnne 
of Avonlea, The Disney Channel will air 
Sullivan’s original Emmy Award-winning 
Anne of Green Gables, also a four-hour 
miniseries. The first two hours will be 
shown together, followed by hours three 
and four on Tuesday evenings at 8:00 p.m. 

The full eight-hour story of Anne Shirley 


was adapted by Sullivan from novels by 
Ccinadian author Lucy Maud Montgomery 
about the carrot-topped orphan girl. The 
first, published in 1908, became an instant 
success and Montgomery eventually wrote 
seven sequels. Today Montgomery’s books 
are extraordinarily popular with a third 
generation of readers. Millions of copies of 
her books are in print in the United States, 
published in hardback by Farrar, Straus and 
Giroux, and in paperback by Bantam Books.

was first drawn to Anne of 
Green Gables by my memories 
of reading it in school as a child. 
It’s a Canadian literary classic, 
and I particularly remembered the 
strong visual descriptions, like horse- 
drawn carriages clip-clopping through 
lush forests, and the warm and funny 
characters Anne meets,” says the mini¬ 
series’ writer-director-producer Kevin 
Sullivan. 

At age 29, Sullivan’s first attempt at 
the miniseries format—his four-hour 
adaptation of Lucy 
Maud Montgom¬ 
ery’s worldwide 
bestseller, Anne of 
Green Gables- 
earned him the 
1985 Emmy Award 
for Outstanding 
Children’s Pro¬ 
gramming. For 
Sullivan, an ex¬ 
medical student, it 
was the rewcird for 
some four years of 

effort—four years spent with no guar¬ 
antee of success. He notes, “In the end, 
you just have to go with what you 
believe.” 

Sullivan wrote, directed, and pro¬ 
duced his first short film in 1979: the 
Hans Christian Andersen fable. The Fir 
Tree. “It has since been seen as a 
Christmas special throughout Canada, 
the United States and Europe.” Having 


decided to pursue filmmaking as a 
career following his medical studies, he 
went on to make several more shorts 
before completing a dramatic special 
on the life of noted Canadian artist Cor¬ 
nelius Krieghoff in 1981. 

Always seeking to expand his hori¬ 
zons, the young filmmaker next turned 
his attention to the classic Walt Morey 
novel. The Year of the Black Pony. This 
story became the vehicle for his first 
feature film adaptation,T/ze Wild 
Pony, which was shown on The Disney 
Channel last year. 

In addition to 
the Emmy Sullivan 
received for Anne 
of Green Gables, 
he has also won 
the Canada Coun- 
cil Showcase 
Award, the 1983 
CFTA Award, and 
honors at film 
festivals through¬ 
out North America 
and Europe. 

Now, one year after the acclaim of 
Anne of Green Gables, Sullivan has 
completed its four-hour sequel: Anne of 
Avonlea: The Continuing Story of Anne 
of Green Gables. “In Anne of Avonlea, I 
strove to retain the humor, warmth and 
imagination of Anne as she moves into a 
new period in her life,” he says. ‘And I 
hope viewers will find Anne of Avonlea 
as delightful to watch as it was to make.”

of Green Gables f he says, “and decided to 
combine elements of three of them, Anne of 
Avonlea, Anne of the Island, and Anne of 
Windy Poplars, in order to portray her pas¬ 
sage into young adulthood.” 

Though certain changes in the structure 
of the story were necessary for adaptation 
to television, Sullivan retained much of 
Montgomery’s dialogue. He was also 
fiercely protective of what he considers the 
basis for the original miniseries’ critical and 
popular acclaim—the characters, their re¬ 
lationships and the elements of imagination 
and romance. 

“The characters are fully drawn human 
beings,” says Sullivan. “They can be kind or 
cruel, funny or sad. And as for Anne, I think 
people love her for the romantic vision and 
longings she brings to the world. She affects 
everyone with whom she comes in contact.” 

How did he choose which incidents to in¬ 
clude? “I focused on Anne’s imagination, her 
sense of romance, and her wonderful ability 
to see the warmth and love in any person 
and then draw it out,” observes Sullivan. 
‘After that I concentrated on developing the 
many relationships, particularly that of 
Anne and her friend Gilbert, which is so im¬ 
portant to the story. Finally, I looked for 
the most outrageous predicaments she 
gets herself into—I knew we could have fun 
with them.” 

In Anne of Avonlea, the 18-year-old Anne 
accepts a teaching position in the well-to- 
do community of IGngsport, Nova Scotia. 
Though it means leaving behind Marilla and 
her closest friends, Diana and Gilbert, Anne 
is determined to make her mark on the 
world. She struggles to establish herself in 
her new environment while searching for 
her “dark, irresistibly handsome, proud and 
melancholy man.” Dramatic events during a 
return visit to Avonlea, however, test Anne, 
forcing her to reexamine her romantic view 
of the world. 

Many of the original all-star cast return in 
Anne of Avonlea, including Megan Follows 
as Anne and Colleen Dewhurst as her foster 
mother Marilla. In addition, new cast mem¬ 
bers include Frank Converse and Dame 
Wendy Hiller. 

Filming for both miniseries was done on 
location in some of Canada’s loveliest coun¬ 
tryside, and the beauty of the seasons 
provides magnificent backdrops to the 
lively action and heartwarming emotions of 
the miniseries. Viewers won’t forget the 
gloriously sumptuous showers of apple 
blossoms in Anne of Green Gables or the 
colorful season of autumn in Anne of 
Avonlea. 

In fact, much of the action of Anne of 
Avonlea takes place during autumn. Sul¬ 
livan explains: “Anne is a few years older 
now, and autumn seemed appropriate to re¬ 


flect a time of change in her life.” 

Sullivan’s heartwarming adaptation of the 
irrepressibly romantic orphan’s story was a 
labor of love for those on both sides of the 
camera. There were times, too, when film¬ 
ing took on an air of comedic catastrophe 
not unlike the calamitous behavior for 
which Anne was notorious. Sullivan recalls 
one time in particular: It was during the 
shooting of a sequence in which several 


dozen sheep were to be accidentally set 
loose throughout the grounds of a very 
proper aristocratic mansion. But the sheep 
used in the scene actually did escape, right 
into the streets of downtown Toronto, much 
to the amusement of cast and crew scurry¬ 
ing after them. It was just the sort of 
hilarious disaster that Anne’s creator, Lucy 
Maud Montgomery, would have 
appreciated. V

O k n September 15,1979, two coura- 
I geous families risked impossible 
f odds to flee their native East Ger¬ 
many. Ascending into the night sky 
in a homemade hot-air balloon, the 
Strelzyks and the Wetzels eluded an alerted 
border patrol as they braved a crossing of 
the formidable defenses of the East German 
border.

Wetzels with their two small boys crowded 
into the balloon’s cramped and flimsy gon¬ 
dola to attempt the crossing. 

Night Crossing is at once an inspirational 


account of the drive for personal freedom 
and a thriller that races at break-neck 
speed. But it is also a true account—and 
nothing was spared in recreating the fam¬ 
ilies’ experiences. As Glynnis O’Connor, 
who plays Gunter Wetzel’s wife Petra in the 
film, recalled: ‘Almost everything in the 
script was based on the taped testimony of 
the two families.

The an¬ 
swer to that question was re¬ 
cently found on the campus of Coronado 
High School in Scottsdale, Arizona, where 
camera crev»^s were filming Not Quite 
Human. Scheduled to debut on June 6, the 
movie is the latest Disney Channel Pre¬ 
miere Film. 

Based on Seth McEvoys series of popular 
yo ung adult novels, Not Quite Human is the 
tale of Chip Carson. He’s both the “son” 
and mechanical creation of the gifted in¬ 
ventor and toy-m.aker, Dr. Carson.

Rounding out the talented cast is that 
gifted comic actor, Joe Bologna. In a new 
turn from past performances, Bologna 
plays Not Quite Human's greedy villain, 
Vogel. ‘Audiences seem to know me for my 
comedic roles,” he acknowledges. “1 was de¬ 
lighted to be asked to play a villain. And 
working with Alan Thicke and Jay Under¬ 
wood is just great. We have a lot of fun in 
our scenes together and between takes!’ 

The script for Abr Quite Human was writ¬ 
ten by Alan Ormsby. Noel Resnick was the 
film’s producer. As director and executive 
producer Steven H. Stern (among his past 
credits is the original Disney Channel pro¬ 
duction The Undergrads) points out, 
“Movies are a collaborative process. Not 
Quite Human is no exception. WeVe got an 
excellent script, outstanding actors, and a 
terrific crew.

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Feelings and fairy tales 


Throughout the ages, chil¬ 
dren have learned moral 
lessons from fantastic tales 
about good and evil. Bruno 
Bettelheim, in his book The 
Uses of Enchantment, explains 
why: “The figures in fairy tales 
are not ambivalent—not good 
and bad at the same time—as 
we all are in reality But since 
polarization dominates the 
child’s mind, it also dominates 
fairy tales. A person is either 
good or bad, nothing in 
between.” 

The Care Bears movies are 
modern-day stories of good 
and evil, and like classic fairy 
tales, they educate, support, 
and liberate the emotions of 
children. In Care Bears 
Movie II: A New Generation, 
having its world television 
premiere on The Disney Chan¬

Lesson #2: True Heart 
knows how to make John and 
Dawn feel better—give them 
an opportunity to succeed at 
something. True Heart asks 
them to baby-sit for the Care 
Bear Orphans while he and 
Noble Heart set off to fight the 
evil force of Dark Heart. After¬ 
wards John and Dawn do, in¬ 
deed, feel better and proudly 
report to their friend Christy, 
“We took care of the baby 
cubs in the Kingdom of Caring 
and didn’t mess it up.”

Dyslexia 

One educator’s view

If you have a child who is 
not reading up to par, the 
chances are you’ve been told 
he or she has dyslexia. But the 
chances are equally good that 
he or she is simply slow in de¬ 
veloping reading skills. School 
testing has aided in revealing 
various learning disabilities, 
and perception-based pro¬ 
grams have been a big help to 
children with real perceptual 
problems. But for many, the la¬ 
bel “dyslexic” doesn’t apply. 
And even for those children 
who do have perceptual diffi¬ 
culties, questions remain 
about how to best encourage 
the development of reading 
ability. 

Dyslexia is the term coined 
by neurologists at the begin¬ 
ning of the century for a neu¬ 
rological impairment that 
supposedly interferes with a 



person’s ability to read, even 
though that person may have 
a normal or higher than nor¬ 
mal IQ and adequate sight and 
hearing. Dyslexia is assumed 
by neurologists to be either 
the result of brain lesions or 
faulty development of some 
part of the central nervous 
system. Since the late Sixties, 
however,“dyslexia” has been 
used by many educators to 
explain the failure of millions 
of American children to learn 
to read adequately. 

The use of the term “dys¬ 
lexia” to describe a wide vari¬ 
ety of reading difficulties has 
contributed little to solving 
children’s reading problems. 
Perhaps the only gain coming 
from educators’ interest in 
dyslexia is an increased gen¬ 
eral awareness of and sen¬ 
sitivity to children with

You don’t have to be a Care Bear to find 
ways for children to succeed. Thought¬ 
ful parents are pros at this. 

Lesson #3: “Good or bad, you are still 
a person,” says Christy to Dark Heart, as 
she saves his life, in spite of his evil 
doings. It’s an act that reflects parents’ 
words when they say that they’re angry 
at their child’s behavior, but still love the 
child. An important distinction. 

Christy’s good will toward Dark Heart 
is a turning point: she has planted the 
seeds for Dark Heart to know love, and in 
the end. Dark Heart is won over by the 
children’s and Care Bears’ love and 
caring. 

Parents can reiterate these lessons: 

• Remind children that the pain they feel 
will pass. 


• Talk about other times when they mas¬ 
tered their negative feelings. 

• Help children to vent their angry or sad 
feelings in a safe and comfortable 
environment. 

• Let them know they’re not alone, and 
that you have had these feelings, too. 

• Act as a model for children to see ap¬ 
propriate ways of expressing feelings 
and using feelings in problem solving. 

• Don’t allow uncomfortable feelings to 
color times with children. Bad feelings 
pass and there is always room for close¬ 
ness and good times together. 

In these ways parents can help young¬ 
sters to feel strong about their ability to 
have their own good feelings win out 
over the bad when there’s a conflict 
brewing inside them. 


Dyslexia (Continued from page 48) 
reading problems. That’s to the good. 
But beyond that, identifying read¬ 
ing problems as dyslexia has contrib¬ 
uted almost nothing in the way of 
programs to help children who have dif¬ 
ficulty reading. What’s worse, teachers’ 
use of the term has done psychological 
damage to children by categorizing 
them with the label “dyslexic.” 

Children who lack belief in their abil¬ 
ity to learn—as is so typical of children 
who have been classified as dyslexic — 
simply give up. “I can’t do that. I’m dys¬ 
lexic ” is a common refrain among these 
children. It is also common for children 
who believe themselves to be dyslexics 
to take the “brain damaged” hypothesis 
literally. Not only do they start to think of 
themselves as intellectual freaks, many 
begin to call themselves “retards” and to 
act accordingly. 

Today increasing numbers of educa¬ 
tors are unwilling to accept dyslexia as 
an explanation for reading problems. 
They point out that there is no medical 
way to prove that a child who seems un¬ 
able to read suffers from a neurological 
problem. Many children are simply slow 
in development. Others may fall behind 
because they’re poorly taught; are dis¬ 
tracted by other problems; or are hin¬ 
dered by cultural disadvantages. 

Furthermore, many educators say 
that the major programs designed dur¬ 
ing the past two decades, based on 
strengthening children’s neurological 
connections and perceptual discrimina¬ 
tion, have had little or no beneficial 
effect on their reading. Teachers are re¬ 
jecting the programs based on neu¬ 
rological training in favor of tried-and- 
true efforts at reading encouragement. 

Scientists and educators still have 
much to learn about dyslexia and other 


sources of reading difficulties. They 
have much to learn about the even more 
basic question of how we learn to read. 

But while the professionals work to 
answer these complex questions, there 
are two interrelated things parents can 
do to help children overcome reading 
problems, no matter what the source of 
the difficulties. The first thing to do is to 
make written language activities a natu¬ 
ral and spontaneous part of everyday life 
at home. The second, and even more im¬ 
portant, is to bolster youngsters’ belief in 
themselves as learners. 

In the January 18 Disney Channel Mag¬ 
azine article “My child isn’t interested in 
reading—what can I do?”, I offered sug¬ 
gestions for ways in which to involve 
children in reading and writing ac¬ 
tivities. To reiterate: 

• Make story time a daily ritual for 
youngsters of all ages. 

• Ferret out your children’s interests; 
then provide them with material on 
those subjects. 

• Use your bulletin board for notes to 
children, cartoons, sports columns, 
strange words, and funny headlines. 
•Take children on outings. Then find 
reading matter on the things that im¬ 
pressed them. 

• Get children started on hobbies or 
crafts or encourage cooking or other 
projects that require following direc¬ 
tions. (Be available to help read 
directions.) 

• Encourage your children to write fan 
letters, stories for younger siblings, or 
family newsletters. Let them use your 
word processor if you have one. 

Most of all, though, your positive, non¬ 
threatening support can give your chil¬ 
dren both the desire to read and the 
belief in their own ability to learn.

hat Anne finally 
learns is to make the 
best of things and 
rise above difficult 
situations,” says Megan 
Follows of her character in 
Anne ofAvonlea: The Continu¬ 
ing Story of Anne of Green 
Gables.
